ported for the work of ‘the construction of the 


Kagoshima line of railway, now in ‘progress . 


between Voshimatsu and Hito’ yoshi, Miyasaki 
Prefecture, have been dismissed in compliance 
with the instructions issued by, the local 
authorities, who have discovered that the en- 
gagement of the coolies is'in violation of the 
Imperial Ordinance No. 359 of 1899. The'un- 
fortunate Chinese are ‘now involved in great 
difficulties and have appealed to the Chinese 
Consul ‘at. Nagasaki for assistance. 
matter has been referred to 
Minister in Tokyo, who bas appjied 10 
the Foreign Office in. Tokyo, asking 
that measures should be taken for their re 
lief. The dispatch adds that-the ‘Forrign 
Office has nothing to do with the matter. It is 
(a question between the contractor and the 
coolies, and the only course available for their 
relief may be to obtain travelling expenses 
from the contractors for the journey home. 
It is stated that the number of. the destitute 
Chinese coolies turned oul is 129. - 
In the opinion of a certain authority o 
economics, as quoted in the Osqha Mainichi,. 
the importation of cheap labour will be:to the 
advantage to Japan, It will call for further 
industrial development, which will create ao 
increased demand for labour, and the Japanese 
labourers may he much benefited in conse- 
uence. The Chinese coolies imported for 
this purpose belong to the lowest, class, and 
can be utilised for enhancing the production 
of Japan without interfering with the interests 
of skilled Japanese workers. Be be 
The Mainichi argues that their importation 
may be of some advantage: in discouraging 
‘Strikes, or disturbances among the Japanese: 
labourers, but it has sot: much-to recommend: 
it, and in any case their number must be 
Nmited. Moreover the existing’ Imperial Ordi- 
+ nace Prohibiting thet importation cannot be 
ignored.

To an age which bas sees the virtual demo- 
cratization of kingship, and reduces peerages 
to.the level of a commercial speculation, there 
aro yet a few titlés which Yo not aliogether lose 
the glamour with which the great ‘ones. of the 
carth once went invested among men. None 
of these, perhaps, tnbre impresses the imagina- 
tion than-the title of Viceroy in China, .The 
_temembrance’of the vastoess of his dominions, 
of the innumerable millions over whom be 
reigos, no less than the inscrutability which 
hides the life of both governor and governed 
: from foreign observation ; tho thought of the 
boundless wealth and power that are his, yet 
‘subject’ to the capricious favour, of an-irres- 
sponsible despot; -all these combioe to in- 
spire .o feeling of awe, and. the conviction 
that only a very rate type ofiman is fitted 
To hold such office. It.,is no exaggeration 
to say that such 2 man was found 
cin Viceroy Yuan Shih-kai whom an 
Imperial Decree “now raises. ta bo Pre- 
sident of the Waiwupu, . Singh November 
1991 when, on the death of Li Hung-chang, He 
was appointed Acting Viceroy of the’ metro- 
politan province of Chihli, there have been few 
movements towards reform and liberalism.

He is na native 
of the Hsianghsien district in Honan province, 
and is only. some forty-seven years of age, 
His family has official traditions ; fortis’ grand- 
father ‘was at one time Pravincial' Treasurer 
of Kianysu, while of his two brothers, (he 
had: four originally but two are dead), one 
is now a Taotai at Soochow. Viceroy Yuan 
oblained his’ first important post in the 
‘eighties. when ‘he was appointed Chinese 
“Resident at the Court of Seoul, and Director 
General of Trade oni International relations’ 
in Korea, He was also appointed Taotai of 
‘Wenchou, Chekiang province, while still hold- | 
ing his post at Scoul, but this office he did not 
‘take up. In 1894 when hostilities broke out 
with Japan Yuao Shih-kai had to leave Seoul, 
and in July 1897 he was appointed - Provincial 
Judge of Chihli, which, however, he vacated 
soon afterwards in order .to lake over the or- 
gavization and control of a modern: drilled 
Army Corps‘at a place named-Hsiaochnu, some 
forty miles from Tientsin. Probably it was 
this fact, together with the efficient state to

troops during his Viceroyalty which’ prompted 
recent rumour that among prospective changes 
at Peking it was intended to place Yuan Shih-:

." Following is a translation, in ‘part, of the 
Edict_of Emperor Kwong Su,_dated the 2gih_ 
year, 11th month, 28th day (t5th January, 5924) 


relating to China’s educational system 
China in her present situation -has a’ great 


many difficulties ta face, To educitte the peo- 


ple is the escential thing at this time. lhave 
commanded Chang Chi Tung together with 
the National Board of Education to examine 
carefully and to revise the regulations of all 


.the schools and'report tome, They have done 


“so, and havé reported in memorials dividing 
the various regulations into classes. We find 
‘to be quite satisfactory, aud 
“now we'command that these regulations shall 
be enforced gradually, If any changes need 
to,be mde in these rcgulations,, either in the 


| way of-chmination or nddition, it shall be the 


the ‘duty of the two officials already named to 
agree upon the alterations necessary and re- 
port to us, As to their recommendation that 
‘the old system of examinations be gradually 
diminished and ia (uture students be graduated 
from the schools’ after examination ‘by the 
Viceroys, Goversors, Provincial: Examiners, or 
bya special examiner appointed by the Throtic, 
the purpose being to combine the system of 
schools with that of examinations; this wo find 
to. be in the interests of the student class, en- 
abling them to acquire established and practical 
knowledge. We therefore decree that, begia- 
ning with the gzud year (1996) of our reign the 
number of persons receiving the first, second’ 
and third degrees as. the result of examination 
shall be gradually diminished at each succes: 
sive examination according to the proposal of 
Ahese memorialists. ‘his shall continue until 
the different ‘grades ‘of schoots shall be. 
completely established io all’ the provinces 
and these’ shall show. some degree of suc- 
cess, after which, the examinations shail be 
entirely abolished.”

Each 
province should choose edicated men of char- 
acter who are interested in education and send 
them abroad for several months ora yeqr, to 
become acquainted with.the methods of teach- 
ing. and governing and training teachers: 
in ‘government and private schools, so as 
‘to become . capable of managing schools, 
Whén they return théy shall be"put into the 
Bureau of Education, so as to help make the 
schools as efficient and economical as possible. 
A1_is_too-expensive. and-to0 far to send very 
many to Europe and America, but many be 
sent to Japan, The poorer provinces. should 
send at least two to Japan for at least half a 
year. .I[ they donot do this they will-waste a 
great deal of money because they will.not know 
how to open the schools. i 
not afford to send men abroad they should buy 
as many books on education which have been 
translated in Hunan’ and Kfangsi, These 
should be distributed to the directors of schools, 
. The Gentty .and men of wealth should 
be ‘persuaded to open as,muny primary and 
Kindergarten schools as possible. These are 
the foundation of Education,.-‘All western 
countries ‘provide.such-schoals and have com- 
‘pulsory education, making parents responsible 
for the attendance of their children, Because 
_ol the, poverty of the provinces it.is impossible 
for the Viceroys to open many” of these 
public schools as should be, so the people are 
urged ta ‘open them for'themselves, Chinese 
custom is different. from western countries:
